LONDON, Dec. 2.—(#)—A forth- 
right promise to grant Germany 
postwar freedom from slavery un- 
der any power, however heavily 
she must pay for the war, appears 
to be a possible result of the pre- 
dicted conference of President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
‘Ul and Premier Stalin.

Allies Destroy 
Jap Transport, 
Large Tanker

(Friday)—(#)—A loaded 10,000- 
ton Japanese transport and a large 
tanker were destroyed and two de- 
stroyers damaged by alert Allied 
reconnaissance planes: which spot- 
ted a sudden increase in enemy 
shipping activity off Kavieng, 
New Ireland, headquarters report- 
ed today. 

The attacks occurred the night 
of November 30 and the morning 
of December 1. 

Fifth-Air Force Liberafors open- 
ed the assault on a convoy con- 
sisting of two destroyers, the 
transport, a large whaling ship 
and two unidentified vessels, mov- 
ing northwest toward Kavieng. 
After two direct hits were scored 
on the transport, heavy explosions 
its human cargo 
abandoned it befofe it sank. 

Other Successes. 

Several hours later, two United 
States Navy Catalinas on separate 
patrols scored bombing successes 
at almost the same moment. 

One spotted two destroyers, scor- 
ing a direct hit on each with 500- 
pound bombs. One was hit amid- 
ships, the other on the stern. The 
Catalina crew was unable to ob- 
serve if either warship sank. 

The other Catalina located be- 
tween 10 and 12 good-sized ships 
in a formation 45 miles southwest 
of Kavieng and selected the large 
tanker for a target. Direct hits 
set the tanker afire and the flames 
could be seen for 50 miles.

In Atlanta, where St. Joseph's 
'Infirmary, Emory University and 
| Georgia Baptist hospitals are tak- 
ing part—as well as station hos- 
pitals at Fort MacPherson and the 
Naval Aip*Station—there are fa- 
cilities for the handling of only 
50-odd white cases per month and 
no hospital beds whatever for Ne- 
groes authorized under the federal 
program, 

These facts were revealed yes- 
_terday by Dr. E. R. Watson, direc-

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tor of the internal child health di- 
vision of the State Department of 
Health, which is administering the 
federal maternity-aid program. 
Reasons for Situation. 

“There are many reasons for 
this situation,” Watson explained. 
“Many hospitals are so crowded 
that they cannot take any more 
patients of any kind; with others— 
Grady hospital here, for example 
—the problem is financial.” 

At Grady, federal officials and 
hospital authorities are deadlocked 
over the question o° the rates the 
government shall pay the hospital. 
The government has offered to pay 
a flat per diem cost, but refuses 
to pay an additional cost for medi- 
cal treatment on the contention 
that Emory University, which uses 
the hospital facilities in its medi- 
cal school, is already providing it. 

Hospital spokesmen refuse to 
accept ,the federal cases on that 
basis “as a matter of principle,” 
according to Watson, though they 
continue to take charity cases 
with no payment. 

“Another aspect of the money 
angle,” Watson continued, “is that 
the government says hospitals 
must either accept a flat rate 
of $4.25 per day or render a cal- 
culated financial record showing 
that their expenses are much high- 
er than that. Many small hos- 
pitals throughout the state have 
no way of calculating such costs 
and face the problem of either 
operating at a loss or refusing to 
participate. Some are choosing 
the first course, for patriotic rea. 
sons; others are not.” 

The question of pay for doctors 
—set by the law at $40 for ma- 
ternal care at delivery and $2 per 
visit—is another one tWat is caus- 
ing trouble, Watson said. 

“Forty dollars is poor’ pay for 
even a simple delivery,” he point- 
ed out, “and though some doctors 
are accepting these low fees just 
to help the war effort, others are 
financially unable to do so.”

WPB To Rule 


WASHINGTON; Dec. 2.—(4)— 
Strict allocation controls were im- 
posed on southern yellow pine 
lumber and certain hardwoods by 
the War Production Board today 
to conserve the short supplies now 
available for essential war uses. 

In addition to southern yellow 
pine, the WPB brought oak, ash, 
hickory, yellow birch, hard maple, 
rock elm and beech under its con- 
trols.

The program, for which con- 
gress appropriated $18,600,000 in 
September, entitled the wives of 
service men not above the rank of 
sergeant to receive medical, hos- 
pital and nursing care during the 
maternity period without cost 
either to themselves or their fami- 
lies. The baby receives similar 
free care during its first year.

age. 

Donald M. Nelson, chairman of 
the War Production Board, yés- 
terday notified the executive that 
there was an acute shortage of 
pulpwood and asked that the Boy 
Scouts of America salvage waste 
paper “in order to keep mills run- 
ning at full capacity.” 

“Current collections are coming 
in at the rate of 500,000 tons a 
month,” Nelson said in a tele 
gram. “This figure must be in- 
creased at once to approximately 
667,000 tons per month in order 
to keep mills running to full 
capacity.”

by the government. The amend- 
ment also provides that both sides 
of a political controversy be given 
equal space or time in campaign 
material reaching men and women 
in the armed services. 

Under its terms a federal war 
ballot commission, to be created 
to supervise service voting, could 
pass upon government speeches 
and publications to determine 
whether they are political. 

Fighting the amendment, Sena- 
tor Guffey, Democrat, Pennsylva- 
nia, charged the war ballot meas- 
ure is “being drafted into a par- 
tisan bill.”” He asserted a former 
Republican senator was “on the 
floor yesterday lobbying for one 
amendment.” 

“To my knowledge nothing of 
the kind occurred,” snapped Taft. 
“This amendment is not political. 
It is an effort to give political 
equality throughout.” 

Taft picked up 10 votes from 
the Democratic side to put over 
the amendment, opposed by Sena- 
tors Lucas, Democrat, Illinois, and 
Green, Republican, Rhode: Island, 
authors of the bill. Throughout 
the long debate the measure has 
been steadily rewritten through 
amendments by the Republicans 
with the help of a handful of 
Democrats.

Tito’s Braves Knock 
3.200 Germans Out 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—(AP)—The Yugoslav partisan army 
beat bengefully at vital enemy-held zones fronting the upper 
Adriatic tonight in the heaviest and most effective offensive 
action against the German Balkan invaders in many weeks. 


General Josip Broz (Tito) an- 
nounced a series of successful at- 
tacks by his forces in southwest- 
ern Slovenia—in the area above 
and to the east of the main Ger- 
man marshalling and communica- 
tions lodgment formed along this 


Fline running from Trieste in near- 


by Italy to Fiume—and farther 
down the Adriatic coastal section 
of Bosnia. 

One of the biggest of all Par- 
tisan victories yet achieved was 
claimed in the Slovenian sector, 
where in 17 days of battle more 
than 3,200 Nazis were killed and 
wounded, 12 fortified points re- 
captured and a considerable pile 


of German munitions destroyed. 


Tito’s thrusts were declared to be 
continuing. 

In attacks against German 
transport the Partisans said they 
cut the Zagreb-Belgrade railway 
at several points in the province 
of Turopolje, thus disrupting the 
major Nazi supply line for the 
whole of the Balkans. 

They tied up all traffic on the 
Sarajevo-Mostar line feeding the 
German Adriatic coastal forces. 
Yugoslav sources here termed 
these blows among the most im- 
portant of their kind yet deliv- 
ered. 

The heaviest fighting in the 
Slovenian sector has been near 
Rakek, which is astride a railroad 
connecting .with the  Trieste- 
Fiume line, and near two lesser 
cities.

Bombers Hit Jap Warship a Day; 
Navy Makes Carrier Capital Ship 


“Fantastic” 7-1 Victory Air Ratio Almost Embarrasses Navy 
as Task Forces Smash at Rabaul and Bougainville 


WASHINGTON—One a day—that is the record Allied bombers hung up against 
Jap warships during the northern Solomons offensive. The aerial drive began October 
twelfth when three Nipponese destroyers were sent to the bottom. By the middle of 
November, Allied fliers had sunk or damaged more than 40 Surface vessels. 

The devastating air blows against the enemy’s fleet are but one indication of mount- 


ing Allied air power in the South Pacific. 


A Navy Department spokesman said that the Navy was almost embarrassed over the 


“fantastic” victory ratios which “challenge 
eredulity,” adding that the reports were really 
on the conservative side. 

The enemy ficet has been so badly mauled 
‘at Rabayl by carrier task forces, the spokes- 
man continued, that Japan should give “ser- 
‘gous considération” to complete abandonment 
of the base as “too hot to handle.” 


Almost simultaneously the Navy took a 
momentous step, announcing a tactical reor- 
ganization in the Pacific to group all ships 
except submarines around the aircraft car- 
rier as the new capital ship. The carrier thus 
succeeds to the battleship’s traditional posi- 
tion with the fleet. The carrier’s planes can 
reach out more than 200 miles; the battleship 
ean fire 20 miles. 

Now, according to Admiral Chester W. 
Nimitz, “Our time has come to attack.” 

The figures which “almost embarrass” the 
Navy include a seven to one ratio during a 
week of heavy raids around Rabaul and 
Bougainville, and the November eleventh 
raid on Rabaul harbor by Navy dive bombers 
and torpedo planes from carriers in which the 
Japanese lost a light cruiser and two destroy- 
ers, and had two heavy cruisers, one light 
cruiser and eight destroyers damaged. In that 
action the Japs lost 88 planes; we lost 12.

WESTERLY, R. I.—Bent and twisted 
like pretzels, duralumin propellers come 
back to the Hamilton Standard plant here to 
get a new lease on life.

Vought Workers Earn Army-Navy “E™ 


STRATFORD, Conn.—Builders of the Navy F4U Corsair fighter, the men and 
women of Chance Vought Aircraft division of United Aircraft Corporation received 


official recognition of their outstanding ac- 
complishments when the organization was 
awarded the Army-Navy “E” last month. 

The award gained significance for the 
thousands of Vought workers when it be- 
came known that of the top American aces 
so tar in this war, at least two have been 
fiying Vought Corsair fighters. 

Rear Admiral DeWitt C. Ramsey, Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, revealed that 
two of the three leading aces in the Pacific 
area are now flying Corsairs. Major Gregory 
Boyington, USMC, with 21 victories over 
Japanese planes, started out as a Flying Tiger. 
He now is flying a Corsair. Lieutenant Ken- 
neth A. Walsh, an outstanding Marine Cor- 
sair fighter, has downed at least 20 Jap planes. 

Chance Vought workers accepted the 
Army-Navy “E” award as a tribute to the re- 
markable job they have done. The winning 
of the “E” was far from a simple job for 
Chance Vought Aircraft, Rex B. Beisel, gen- 
eral manager, said. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, it was pointed 
out, the Corsair was still only in the develop- 
ment stage. Chance Vought was building the 
tough, versatile Kingfisher observation scout 
planes. The value of a 2,000-horsepower en- 
gine and such a big fighter plane had yet to 
be proven. 

The changeover to the Corsair—a larger 
and radically different airplane—was difficult. 
It required all the engineering and manu fac- 
turing skill which Vought was able to muster. 

To get production on the upgrade and keep 
_ it there, Chance Vought was not only called 
upon to increase its personnel and train these 
thousands of new workers, but also to set up 
a vast network of subcontractors and vendors 
upon whose efforts the success of the struggle 
to give the Navy more Corsairs also depend- 
ed, Mr. Beisel said. 

Interviewed at the ceremony, Bertram D. 
Taliaferro, factory manager, said changes in 
parts, tools and working procedure (many 
suggested by the workers themselves) have 
made a number of jobs 1n the production line 
quicker and easier to do. When all these 
changes were added up and a new tfime schied- 
ule made out, enough time was saved at each 
station on the assembly line to account for a 
20 per cent increase in over-all production.

At Touch of Button, Pilots of Fast Fighter Planes Get 
Additional Burst of Pratt & Whitney Power 


EAST HARTFORD, Conn.—Fighter pilots flying Army P-47 Thunderbolts and 
certain Navy fighters powered with Pratt & Whitney Aircraft 2,000-horsepower Double 
Wasp engines now have added bursts of emergency power at their command through 
the development of a water injection device. 

At the pressure of a switch, the pilot can, add considerably more power to his engine. 

The auxiliary equipment, a military secret up to this time, is designed to be used 
much as a pilot fires his machine guns. It gives an added surge to the 2,000-horsepower 
engine to increase the climb or speed when seconds separate victory from disaster. 
Using such a burst of speed, a pilot can gain position on an adversary or take success- 
ful evasive action not possible under ordinary conditions of operation. Its effective- 


ness has already been proved in actual combat. 

The application of water injection to the 
Double Wasp engine, one of the most power- 
ful aircraft engines in large-scale production 
in the world, was first studied by Pratt & 
Whitney Aircraft engineers only about a year 
ago. Experimental tests led to its possibilities 
being placed before the military authorities, 
and first orders were placed early this year, 

To speed the project, pending official ac- 
ceptance, Pratt & Whitney Aircraft on its 
own responsibility went ahead with the pro- 
duction ef one thousand conversion units so 
that no time would be lost when military or- 
ders were signed, This action saved much 
time in getting the device into the combat area. 

On July 8 a Pratt & Whitney engineer 
started for England with two installations for 
Republic P-47 Thunderbolts of the Eighth 
Air Force Fighter Command. 

Parts for water injection also went to Ford 
at Dearborn for installation in Pratt & Whit- 
ney engines built there under license. 

In the meantime, arrangements were com- 
pleted for water injection on the engines that 
powered the Navy’s comparable fighters, and 
this equipment is in production. 

The installation of Pratt & Whitney Air- 
craft water injection has three advantages. 
First, the cooling effect of the vaporization 
in the cylinder is greater with water than 
with fuel. Second, the susceptibility to det- 
onation, which limits the power that can be 
taken from a cylinder, is lessened with the 
presence of water in the cylinder. Third, it 
produces more power because it permits the 
use of a leaner mixture from the carburetor.

Three battle type 
carriers, in addition to the Hornet, 
were lost in the first year of the 
war. These losses have been: more 
than replaced in the doubling of 
the Navy since Pearl Harbor. Sec- 
retary Knox said last week that 
the Navy had over 40 carriers. 


No Others Lost. 


The Navy’s announcement that 
no other ships were lost in the Gil- 
bert islands operations meant the 
Japanese planes on Tarawa and 
the fixed guns there and on Makin 
atolls were unable to sink.any of 
the ships which carried the Amer- 
ican assault forces. 


Named for a bay in Alaska, the 
Liscome Bay was built by the Kai- 
ser Company yards at Vancouver, 
Wash., and was commissioned only 
last August 7. 

Details of the escort carriers 
have never been disclosed but it 
is understood they were developed 
from the general design of the 
Maritime Commission’s “‘C-3” mer- 
chant ships. The C-3 ships are 
about 12,500 deadweight tons, 492 
feet long and 66 feet, 6 inches in 
breadth. 

The escort carriers have been 
employed particularly in the At- 
lantic and are credited by the 
Navy with being largely responsi- 
ble for the success of the anti- 
submarine war.

T IS APPARENT that there is great confusion on the 


subject of the present whiskey supply. Surely the pub- 


lic.is entitled to the facts no matter how discouraging 
they may be. Following are frank answers to some of the 
most pertinent questions: F

Is there really a whiskey shortage in this country? 


Yes—a serious shortage! 


Why is there a shortage? 
Not a drop of whiskey has been distilled since October 8, 1942. 


Why isn’t any whiskey being made in this country? 


Because the distilling facilities of the entire industry are engaged 
night and day in producing nothing but alcohol for war purposes. 


“Why does the Government need so much ware 


alcohol? 


Modern wars cannot be waged successfully without it. War- 
alcohol is essential in the manufacture of smokeless powder, 
chemical warfare materials, synthetic rubber and medical sup- 
plies which alleviate pain, combat infection and save human lives. 


. How much whiskey is there actually in storage?

Approximately 303,000,000 gallons. 


While the Alcohol Tax Unit of the Treasury Department, 
as of October 31, 1943, reported an inventory of 399,023,881 
gallons, ORIGINALLY put in barrels, 96,000,000 gallons have 
actually disappeared through soakage and evaporation which 
leaves a net of about 303,000,000 gallons. This evaporation is 
recognized by the Government approved table of allowances. 

There is no mystery about the amount of whiskey withdrawn 
from or in storage in Government bonded warehouses. The 
Alcoholic Tax Unit publishes these figures monthly. 


ls a comparison between whiskey stocks and whis- 
key withdrawals a true indication of how long the 
available supply will last? 


No. It is an accepted practice to blend grain neutral spirits with 
straight whiskey. Normally, as a result of this blending, the 
total amount of whiskies available to the public is increased. 
Today, however, the supply of grain neutral spirits is only a 
small fraction of that of straight whiskies and soon the supply 
will be exhausted, making it necessary to withdraw more straight 
whiskey to replace the grain neutral spirits formerly used. 


Can all of this 303 million gallons of whiskey be 
sold now? 


No. Prior to the war, the distilling industry carried a normal 
inventory in bonded warehouses of over "$00 million gallons 
which was necessary to maintain reasonable standards of quality. 
To avoid repetition of conditions which existed m 1934, fol- 
lowing repeal of prohibition, when young and immature whiskey 
was offered 'to the public, it is essential to the public interest 
that some reserve * maintained for post-war requirements. 
Otherwise, there will be a bone-dry period following the war, 
or the public will be compelled to drink green, unpalatable 
whiskey. Since the entire whiskey stocks now available are al- 
ready dangerously lower than normal inventory needs, the re- 
serving of not /ess than 100 million gallons is imperative, even 
though entirely inadequate. 


How much, therefore, is reall y available until proe 
duction is resumed? 


About 203,000,000 proof gallons. 


And it must be made clear that the only reason there 
is any legal whiskey at all, is because whiskey must be 
aged before it is suitable for consumption. It cannot be 
made today and sold tomorrow like most other prod- 
ucts. If it could, the country would have been bone-dry 
months ago because there would have been no reason 
for a stock. Never was the old adage more applicable 
— ‘you can’t have your cake and eat it, too’’. 


9. How long would this supply last at the present un- 
precedented rate of demand aggravated by public 
hoarding, speculation and black market operations? 


Certainly less than a year. 

All present statements to the effect that there is 
“plenty of whiskey for five years’’ are completely false. 

ere’s what would happen if, tomorrow morning each 
individual distiller abandoned his self-imposed ration- 
ing _ and simply accepted all orders. Provided they 
could get enough bottles, corks, cartons and suffi- 
cient labor, the entire supply would move out about as 
fast as it could be packaged... certainly in LESS THAN 
A YEAR. And surely no one could possibly regard this as 
a service to the public, the Government or the industry. 


What has been done to make the available supply 
last? \ pe 


For almost a year each distiller has been following a self- 
imposed rationing program. Even so, it is estimated they are 
now bottling and releasing at the annual rate of from 90 and 
100 million gallons of whiskies, compared with an output of 
whiskey of 134,508,954 gallons in the Government fiscal year 
, ending June 30, 1943, and 133,277,074 in the preceding fiscal year. 

Though some localities felt the shortage before others, the 
shortage is now universal. The majority of distillers are 
distributing their products fairly and equitably to the various 
markets on the basis of previous purchase records, with due 
allowances for shifts in population. 


. Is it true that some of the lower priced brands have 
disappeared from the market? 


Yes. Many rectifiers and small distillers who supplied a large 
art of the low priced brands have exhausted their limited stocks. 
nm many cases, among the larger distillers, critical inventory 

sitions made it necessary to curtail or eliminate some brands. 

Duiee naturally, such distillers sought to protect the continuity 

of their most important brands = these were generally in the 

higher quality brackets. In whiskey, as in many other com- 
modities, consumer demand for higher quality products has 
greatly increased. 


What have distillers done to help maintain O.P.A. 
ceiling prices? / 


They have published ceiling prices in their advertisements and 
have admonished the public not to pay more. They have urged 
the trade to cooperate with the Government by maintaining 
ceiling prices. [hey have urged retailers to displa signs reading: 
“O.P.A. ceiling prices...do not pay more!” They have pre- 
pared a series of newspaper advertisements warning the public 
not to buy at black market prices. They have urged the O.P.A. 
to call a conference in Washington of the State liquor admini- 
strators for the purpose of urging them to lend their support in 
the enforcement of the O.P.A. price regulations. 


Have distillers raised their prices on whiskey? 


O.P.A. regulations provide that distillers’ prices shall not 
exceed those in effect during March 1942. However, the regu- 
lations do permit the addition of Federal Excise Taxes and 
the elimination of promotional discounts. Just as there are no 
one cent sales of scarce drug items today, nor special sales 
of canned goods, cigarettes and other commodities greatly in 
demand, there are, of course, no cut-rate sales of whiskey. 

Wholesaler and retailer ceiling prices are also governed by 
O.P.A. regulations which provide fixed profit ceilings. 


Have the distillers requested permission to resume 
the making of whiskey during the war? 


The position of the industry has been that as long as the 
Government requires its entire distilling facilities for the pro- 
duction of war-alcohol, these facilities should be devoted 100% 
to that purpose. When the total facilities are no longer needed 
by the Government, the distillers feel that at least a partial 
resumption of the making of whiskey should be granted in 
order to alleviate the critical shortage and its resulting evils. 


15. Is it true that large distillers are trying to buy addi- 
tional whiskey, when available? 


Yes. Any large distiller who has his brands and trademarks to 
protect naturally will try to buy any acceptable whiskey which 
may be offered for sale. 

However, the purchase of whiskies by one company from . 
another does not increase or decrease, by a single quart, the 
supply available for sale to the consumer. 


. Are consumers hoarding whiskey? 


Beyond question, many consumers have bought beyond their 
immediate needs as they have done with other scarce products. 


. Has the trade been hoarding whiskey? 


Wholesale stocks are lower than at any time in the last ten 
years. Retail stocks are much lower than normal. Some package 
stores do reserve favorite brands for their regular customers 
thereby avoiding sales to those who might be naodaaal specu- 
lators or black market operators. 


Is there a black market in whiskey? 


There is undoubtedly a black market in whiskey as there is in 
other commodities where a shortage exists and where the 
consumer demand is great, such as nylon hose, butter, beef, 
gasoline, tires, etc. Only public cooperation, tighter regulation, 
more rigorous enforcement...or the resumption of whiskey pro- 
duction...can correct it. 


Are the profits of the distilling industry larger than 
those of other American industries? 


According to a report printed in the New York Journal of 
Commerce of January 15, 1943, the distilling industry ranked 
in 13th position among 16 major industries from the standpoint 
of percentage of profit to sales and likewise in the percentage 
of profit to invested capital. 


Is the shortage of whiskey and higher taxes bringing 
the bootlegger back? 


Yes. The greater the incentive—the greater the temptation. 


Why do distillers continue to advertise their prod- 
ucts when retailers have such meager supplies? 


The trademarks and trade names of a producer are among his 
most valuable assets. The distiller, like other producers, is 
trying to keep his brand names before the public so that they 
will not be forgotten. 


Why is rum and gin more plentiful than whiskey? 


Today rums and gins are imported, largely from the West Indies, 
Mexico and South America. The alcoholic base for these bever- 
ages is distilled from blackstrap molasses and the labels indicate 
that they are products made from cane and not from grais. 


- CONCLUSIONS 


1, There is an acute shortage of whiskef. If the present abnormal rate 
of demand were fully satisfied, the supply would be exhausted in 
less than a year. 


2. Even under the present rationing programs of the individual dis-. 
tillers, conditions will become progressively more acute and aggra- 
vated because not a single drop of whiskey sold since October 8, 1942 
is being replaced. The public must realize that its consumption of 
whiskey must be curtailed, as has its consumption of all other scarce 
commodities. 


There can be no solution of the present shortage until beverage 
production is resumed. 


4. Black markets and other violations resulting from the shortage of 
liquor are condemned by the responsible members of the industry 
just as severely as they are by enforcement officials. 


We know of no other industry in America which is devoting 
its production facilities 100% to war work...is accounting 
for over 1 billion dollars in Federal and State taxes annually 
».. and, at the same time, is filling séme portion of the 
current demands of its customers. When you consider all 
these facts, isn’t it fair to ask your understanding and 
cooperation under the present difficult conditions?

To Recover the Loot 

The result of the conference between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, Prime Minister Churchill and 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek, at Cairo, 1s 
told in the official announcement concerning 
the fate in store for Japan. 

First item in the Pacific program is, of 
necessity, agreement upon a plan of military 
operations which will insure complete defeat 
of the foe. Then, the plan envisages the strip- 
ping from the Japanese of all the territorial 
loot they have stolen in a half century of 
aceression, The Japanese are to be left only 
with their home islands, a nation forever 
helpless to wage future war. 

The Cairo agreement is, of course, but the 


plan, the words which tell what the United ¢ 


netions intend to do. Those words must*now 
be interpreted in action. And there can be 
no doubt that to carry out the program will 
entail long and costly fighting, with heavy 
price to be paid in death and in treasure 
before the story is fully told. 

That the plan will be carried out, to the 
crossing of the last “t” and the dotting of the 
final “i’’ no one need doubt. It has to be done 
if the future is to be made safe from a crim- 
inal nation. 

In the list of lands which are to be restored 
to their own people, no mention is made of 
Hongkong. This, however, was no oversight. 
Hongkong, after the Japs are crushed will, 
naturally and automatically, become Chinese 
territory. Both the United States and Britain 
have already renounced al! extra-territorial 
righta in China, under which rights Hongkong 
was held by Britain. 

The statement by the conferees holds out 
new hope to the enslaved peoples of the east. 
Fven the Koreans and Formosans, who have 
for approximately 50 -years been under the 
Japanese heel, are to be returned to the list of 
free nations. 

The statement is good. It outlines the sort 
of program we all want to see carried into 
effect. It is honest. It holds out no hope for 
compromise peace to the Japanese. 

And, when it all comes true, the Japanese 
will have full c®se to repent and bemoan tNeir 
infamous treachery at Pearl Harbor, the deed 
which put in action the forces of international 
law: enforcement which will, eventually, strip 
from them every foot of theiy:ill-gotten gains. 

Now. with that much deéided, the world 
waits for the expected conference with Marshal 
Stalin and anticipates another statement out- 
lining the fate prepared for Germany and her 
satellite nations of Europe.

For Law Enforcement 

Reduced to its fundamental simplicity, the 
program for expanded state liquor control 
which State Revenue Commissioner Eugene 
Cook will make effective beginning January 
1. ig neither more nor less than a planned, 
determined effort the laws on 
liquor all over Georgia, in legally “dry” coun- 
ties as well as in those which have licensed 


to enforce 


liquor stores. 

Commissioner Cook on Wednesday told de- 
tails of the new program at a meeting of sher- 
iffs, chiefs of police, solicitors and solicitors- 
general, and other officials, from the 122 “dry” 
counties. 

If the program as outlined is. made fully 
effective it will be the finest conttibution yet 
made toward solution of the liquor problem in 
Georgia. For what it contemplates is making 
the present legally dry counties, actually dry, 
and at the same time enforcing full obedience 
to the control laws in counties which permit 
the sale of liquor. 

That is the only way in which any liquor 
_control laws, even prohibition, can be honestly 
enforced. The trouble with national prohibi- 
tion was that it was unenforceable. 

If dry counties can be made truly dry, so 
that it is impossible for anyone to purchase, 
in such counties, so much as a single pint of 
bootleg liquor, good or bad, then we shall 


¢ a 


have opportunity of witnessing, for the first 
time in history, prohibition in real operation. 

It is a tremendous task Commissioner Cook 
has undertaken but, if he can carry it through 
to success, he will have contributed greatly to 
the state as a whole.

Eighteen Georgia 4-H club members, each 
a champion in his field of endeavor, attended 
the twenty-second annual congress of the 
national 4-H Club organization, held in Chi- 
cago and, as has happened in years past, 
several of the Georgia chan.pions were out- 
standing participants in the numerous achieve- 
ment contests. This fact adds luster to capa- 
bilities of the energetic youth of Georgia, for 
they were in competition with the champions 
of the other forty-seven states, each of which 
was represented by a score or more of con- 
testants, ; 

Sueg#Batcheldor, of Muscogee county, won 
a $200 college scholarship as a national win- 
ner in the clothing achievement contest. In 
addition to clothing projects she completed 
eighty others related to the farm home. 

Marjorie Hollister, of Sumter county, did 


‘ not have to boast of her fine Victory Garden, 


as others were proclaiming her fame as the 
champion gardener of the south. Her prize 
winnings totaled $125. 

Sallie Cook, of Newton county, won second 
place in the leadership contest, a distinct 
honor, as 4-H club members consider the lead- 
ership award as the highest a member can 
receive, 

Elizabeth Gordon, of Gwinnett county, was 
named first alternate in the national achieve- 
ment contest. 

Freemen Newman, aged 14, of Richmond 
county, won a red ribbon in the health com- 
petition—not the first prize, of course, but it 
indicates the judges rated him so highly he 
deserved more than “honorable mention,.”’ 

Details regarding what these prize winners 
and the other Georgia champions accomplish- 
ed in order to achieve their rating are long and 
highly interesting, and more so when it is con- 
sidered that in nearly every county of the 
state enterprising and progressive boys and 
girls were carrying out similar projects and 
accomplishing results that build character and 
efficiency that will greatly aid in building 
Georgia into the foremost agricultural state 
of the nation.

Boy Scouts to the Rescue 
“What is everybody’s business is nobody’s 
business” has again been emphasized in re- 
gard to the necessity of collecting waste paper. 
Despite appeals by manufacturers, the federal 
government, newspapers and radio, waste 
paper collection has continued to drop. 

Recalling that two years ago when Boy 
Scouts were called upon in the waste paper 
emergency they collected so much it was 
necessary to call a halt, Donald Nelson, chair- 
man of the War Production Board, informed 
Dr. Elbert K. Fretwell, chief Scout executive 
of the Boy Scouts of America, of the shortage 
of pulpwood and asked that the Scouts salvage 
waste paper in order to keep the mills run- 
ning at full capacity. : 

Acting at once, Dr. Fretwell notified the 
541 local Boy Scout councils throughout the 
nation to organize immediately for collection 
of waste paper—so now this important war- 
time activity becomes “somebody’s business,” 
and the “somebody” is an earnest, competent 
youth wearing a khaki suit, fatigue hat and 
a bandana handkerchief around his neck. He 
never shirks a duty, and he will perform this 
task; all he will ask of you is to save your 
waste paper and deliver it to him.

So, the Office of Price Administration will 
let us have more red meat for our ration 
points, beginning this Sunday. Furthermore, 
citrus juices, ready-to-serve soup and some 
other items have been taken off the rationed 
list entirely. 

Some food items, of course, now call for 
more points. Notably cheese, and fish in sealed 
containers. But, on the whole, the latest 
revision in poirgt values will result in easing 
the problem of the housekeeper who tries to 
keep her family well fed without violation of 
any ration regulations, 

Such reduction in ration point values is 
the best possible indication of improvement 
in the food situation, both as to domestic pro- 
duction and by import. It is one more testi- 
mony that the war program is progressing in 
the right direction, despite all minor setbacks 
and irritations.

Berlin Bombing % 
Stung New Order’s 


Nerve Center 


The bombing of Berlin has a pe- 
culiar importance because of the 
structure of the German”* state. 
With the possible exception of the 
Russian, it is the most centralized 
on earth. Berlin is the nerve cen- 
ter, not only of the German Reich, 
but also of Hitler’s New Order of 
Europe. : 

The Nazi revolution abolished 
every vestige of the independence 


‘of the various states of Germany. 


All the self-administering bodies 
were abolished and replaced by 
representatives of the Berlin gov- 
ernment. This is true of state 
governments, provincial govern- 
ments, county governments, and 
even municipalities. They are all 
ruled by “Statthalters’” and “Gau- 
leiters.”” The system has imitated 
the military hierarchy. Nothing 
comes from the bottom; every- 
thing from the top. 

This centralization has become 
increasingly rigid. In the begin- 
ning every local Gauleiter had a 
certain freedom of decision. There 
was only a general outline of pol- 
icy to be followed by all. 

Totalitarian Curse. 

But as the Third Reich evolved 
it began to suffer from the curse 
that afflicts all totalitarian states. 
In a country which had abolished 
normal law, in which there were 
no independent courts or other in- 
stances through which an inferior 
could appeal against a superior, 
and in which concentration camps 
had ever-open doors, every local 
leader wished to discharge him- 
self of ultimate responsibility. No 
one wished to make even minor 
decisions on his own, because the 
possible consequences of error 
were too drastic. 

The result was that everything 
was eventually referred to the 
central government. 

Germany is traditionally a bu- 
reaucratic state. The pre-Hitler 
capital was an immense congress 
of ministries. After Hitler these 
expanded with mushroom-like 
growth. Not only were old min- 
istries enlarged but innumerable 
new institutions were created. 
The police system was doubled. 
There were the old police—the 
“Schupo”—-and the Gestapo. 

Based on Files. 

The well-known terror of the 
Gestapo is a bureaucratic terror. 
It is based on files. It cannot 
work if the files are destroyed. 

The same is true of the Nazi 
party. Its real headquarters are 
also in Berlin, it, too, is complete- 
ly authoritarian and centralized, 
and its organization throughout 
the country parallels that of the 
government. It is a government 
to watch the government. 

Not only is the whole political 
life centralized in Berlin, but so 
is the ecanomic life. ‘The Nazi 
economic system does not merely 
do overall planning, but every fac- 
tory has to apply to a central in- 
stance in Berlin for every raw 
material, all manpower, and fér 
everything necessary to produc- 
tion, and in detail. German eco- 
nomic life is organized as one 
great corporation, with a super- 
management in Berlin. It, too, is 
completely bureaucratized. Fvery- 
thing is run by meticulous book- 
keeping. 

Decisions Dangerous. 

The despotism over political life 
is exercised over economic life, 
with the same results: Nobody 
wishes to make decisions on his 
own. It is too dangerous. 

Unlike Washington, Berlin is 
also a great industrial center and 
the hub of the nation’s railways. 
Of its population of four and a 
half million more than 50 per cent 
are workers—a fact which reveals 
its industrial importance. 

It is also the center of the scien- 
tific brains of Germany. The most 
important war research in the 
field of pure science is being 
worked out in the famous Kaiser- 
Wilhelm Institute, in the suburb 
of Dahlem, and in the research 
laboratories of such great enter- 
prises as “Siemenstadt,” the cen- 
ter of the German electrical in- 
dustry, which has been bombed. 

In most countries, if the center 
is annihilated, there still remains 
vast initiative in other hands—in 
local governments, in industries, 
in trade unions and in the people 
themselves, and the free instru- 
ments of public opinion through 
which they can be mobilized. But 
in the Third Reich, Hitler can 
truthfully say, “L’Etat c’est moi,” 
and Berlin can echo that claim: 


Germany—and even Europe—is 
Berlin. 
New Center Needed. 

Leaving out of account the 
psychological consequences of such 
a blow at the center of the Third 
Reich and New Order, the prac- 
tical consequences must be ter- 
rific. 

The Nazi leadership must be 
concentrating all its thought on 
one thing—how to establish some- 
where a new nerve center. All the 
other issues of the war, important 
as they are, must become sec- 
ondary. Goebbels even admitted it 
when he said, “We are now con- 
cerned with the burning problem 
of Berlin.” 

The bombing must have achiev-

What Germany needs is a 
pause. If we do not give it, events 
may move faster than we expect.

THE WORLD TODAY

WHAT STALIN PLANS WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The gen 
eral tenor of the decisions concern 
ing Germany to be arrived at by President Roosevelt, Prime Min- 
ister Churchill and Premier Stalin in their scheduled momentous 
conference is very far from being mysterious. In conversations 
with various foreign visitors Stalin has clearly indicated how he 
intends to deal with his country’s aggressors. There is no reason 
to suppose that he has changed his mind or that he has met with 
objections on the part of his war associates. 

The Russian ruler takes his stand on a very simple principle. 
The devastation made by the German army calls for: full repara- 
tions and German labor will have to yield them—German work- 
men and engineers. 


A huge German army very different from the host which 
launched the assault on June 22, 1941, on Soviet territory will be 
set on the march toward Russia's destroyed areas. It will not be 
equipped with planes, tanks, guns, mortars and hand grenades, but 
— wo Toa eer ongar industrial technique provides. It will 
‘ rebuliding cities, factories, villages, ' 
dams, and digging canals. ——— 


In its composition, it will perhaps reproduce the pattern of the 
Todt organization which is still putting the fortress Europe in good 
shape against the impending menace of invasion from the west and 
south. But Russian engineers will be in command and the German 
workmen will have to fulfill a scheme of reconstruction which. in 
extent, may compare with the five-year plan carried out in Russia 


since 1928. 
WELL, WHO CARES? What will become of German econ- 
| omy, of German production during 
the time so many workers are employed in Russia? 
The answer is that the German people are not entitled to a 
standard of living higher than the Russian, which, of course, has 
sunk very low in consequence of German attack. 


Reading such words, how remote and obsolete sounds the rule 
inserted in the Treaty of Versailles, the rule which said that no 
reparations must be exacted from the Germans that might saddle 
them with taxes heavier than those the victorious nations would 
have to shoulder. 


Such being the theory of Premier Stalin, a theory he is deter- 
mined to put in practice and perhaps extend to other aspects of the 
German problem, no appeal to be issued jointly by him and by 
President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill can be expected 
to savor to any degree of the “Fourteen Points” speech President 
Wilson delivered in January, 1919.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—(7)—Jan 
Christian Smuts, prime minister of 
the Union of South Africa and 
war cabinet member, has suggest- 
ed that Britain strengthen her po- 
sition in western Europe lest she 
become a weak and unequal part- 


ner in the “great trinity of pow- 
ers’—Britain, the United States 
and Russia. 

In a speech delivered Novem- 
ber 25 to the United Kingdom 
branch of the Empire Parliamen- 
tery Association but*made public 
only tonight, the field marshal as- 
serted that at the end of hostili- 
ties in which “three of the five 
great powers in Europe will have 
disappeared—meaning Germany, 
France and Italy—Russia will be 
“mistress of the continent.” 

He declared moreover that So- 
viet Russia would be in a posi- 
tion of power unique in European 
history because “the Japanese em- 
pire also will have gone the way 
of all flesh and therefore any 
check or balance that might 
have arisen in the east will have 
disappeared.” ° 

Smuts remarked that some of 
his ideas might be “explosive,” 
but said that these were explo- 
sive times, and developed these 
themes: 

That after the war America, 
Britain and Russia Would hold 
world power and must “retain 
leadership” in peace. 

That with Russia in the new tri- 
umvirate would be Britain, “with 
a glory and an honor and a pres- 
tige such as perhaps no nation 
ever enjoyed,” but economically 
poor as against the vast resources 
of the Soviet Union and the Unit- 
ed States.

Men like Clark Griffith, Bob Quinn, Connie Mack and other 
great veterans have retained a remarkable virility through their 
activity in baseball.

Points came as easily for the 1943 
college football team as smiles do 
for a chorus girl and the gridiron 
sport enjoyed one of its greatest 
scoring sprees in 22 years. 

The annual ,Associated Press 
analysis of scoring figures, which 
was inaugurated after the 1921 
season, showed today that 87 col- 
lege teams scored 11,263 points in 
666 games for an average of 16.91 
points, , 

That total wiped out the 16- 
point mean of 1930 which had 
been the scoring barometer for 
the past 12 years and approached 
the 19-point total established in 
1922. 

The 1942 aggregate was 15.04, 
the best since 1930, but it fell 


Navy-strengthened elevens that 
dominated the sport in its second 
season of the present war. 

Along with the average scoring 
per game, the team total for the 
season also took a decided jump. 
The aggregate shot to 129.46, as 
compared with 124.77 in 1942 or 
the lowly 116.25 of 1940. 

While the increase in scoring 
was universal, the largest in- 
creases came in the east, southwest 
and parts of the Far West. 


The east hiked its average from 
13.12 points to 15.81 and the 
southwest: figures climbed from 
13.50 to 15.43. The far west,- this 
year, including both the Pacific 
Coast and Rocky Mountain areas, 
had a mean of 15.83. A year ago 
scoring along the coast was re- 
stricted to 12.44 points a game 
while the mountaineers punched 
over 15.70. 

Midwestern teams again set 
the scoring pace but the percent- 
age of their increase over the 1942 
campaign was the smallest. They 
hiked their total a mere one-third 
of a point, from 19.41 to 19.74, 
Southern elevens did little better, 
moving from 16.11 to 16.74. 

Of the teams under review, 
Duke’s Southern Conference 
Champions were far out in front 
with 335 points in nine games for 
an average of 37.2 in each. Among 
the Blue Devils’ victims were 
North Carolina State, 75 to 0; 
North Carolina Pre-Flight, 42 to 
0: Virginia, 49 to 0; Richmond 
University, 61 to 0. Their only de- 
feat was a 14-to-13 setback.

cans back to this country. 

Mr..and Mrs. Bryan are the par- 
ents of Miss F. Katharine Bryan, 
of Atlanta, who was in New York 
yesterday to greet them. 

“They did not give us much 
food—meat and bread and tea and 
rice, such as it was, was given us 
once a day and from the meat we 
made soup for the evening meal,” 
an AP dispatch quoted Mrs. Bryan 
as saying. “The Red Cross was 
wonderful to us and from it we 
got cracked wheat and farina.” 

“We were not supposed to get 
any news but a bit of news trickled 
in—we were waiting to hear that 
we were winning and that’s what 
we heard. Our camp was not the 
worst by any means.”

Miss Bryan’s father was the old- 
est repatriate to return on the 
Gripsholm, having celebrated his 
88th birthday on the Japanese 
liner Teia Maru the day before it 
reached Mormugag.

British Suggest 
More Censorship 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—(#)—Angry 
recriminations—official and unof- 
ficial—flew both ways across the 
Atlantic today over the handling 
of the news of the North African 
conference, bringing an official 
British admission that something 
ought to be done, but with the 
suggestion that this “something” 
would be-more censorship. 

Against a background of bitter 
protests from the British press and 
official representations from Wash- 
ington, Information Minister Bran- 
dan Bracken appeared before com- 
mons to explain the censorship 
setup which enabled all the world 
except Britain to hear, through the 
British news agency Reuters, about 
the conference 24 hours before the 
official announcement, 

Bracken, who heads the Minis- 
try of Information and the over- 
seas BBC, said the BBC made a 
pre-announcement broadcast to Eu- 
rope based on Reuters’ Lisbon dis- 
patch—the same dispatch that 
brought a protest from Elmer Da- 
vis, head of the U. S. Office of 
War Information. 

The Lisbon dispatch was pub- 
lished elsewhere, but not in Brit- 
ain, because of a rule permitting 
transit of news from other coun- 
tries through London but prohibit- 
ing its use in Britain if it violates 


the British censorship.

CAIRO, Dec, 2.—(4)—All-out 
European war concentrating on fi- 
nal crushing of Germany—before 
the anticipated full-scale Asiatic 
campaigns—was given No. 1 pri- 
ority at the tri-power conference, 
it was learned authoritatively to- 
day, but China was promised that 
the Burma supply road would be 
reopened. 

A reliable source long experi- 
enced in the manifold problems of 
mounting a Burma campaign con- 
firmed that China was necessarily 
placed low in the scale of urgency 
for the war’s conclusion, and that 
Russia undoubtedly still heads the 
list. 

In Stockholm, a news dispatch 
from Ankara said it was reliably 
reported there that President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill, and Premier Joseph Stalin 
were meeting in Tabriz in north- 
western Iran, little more than 50 
miles from the Russian border in 
the expected second big conference 
of Allied leaders. 

Chiang’s Attitude. 

The return home of Generalissi- 
mo Chiang Kai-shek and his wife 
from the North African confer- 
ence, announced in Chungking, 
seemed to put an end to reports 
that Chiang and Stalin would sit 
together. 

Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
was pictured as going home -rom 
the North African conference with 
the best bargain possible at this 
critical point, and as not too dis- 
satisfied. There were definite in- 
dications that the parley really 
was a “second front” conference. 

Britain and she United States 
were said to have assured the Chi- 
nese leader that the Burma road 
would be reopened to carry 
enough supplies to seize a Chinese 
coastal port for the main attack 
on Japan. 

Burma Offensive. 

It is known that the Americans 
prepared for a Burma offensive as 
long’ ago as last autumn to carry- 
out the bulldog determination ex- 
pressed by Lieutenant General

Secretary of War Stimson an- 
nounced today that the Army cas- 
ualties from the start of the war 
to November 15 totaled 94,918, 
while figures compiled by the 
Navy reported 32,051 casualties 
for the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard through last week, 

The Navy figures did not in- 
clude losses in the Gilbert Islands 
where 1,092 men were killed and 
2,680 wounded, all but a few be- 
ing Marines shot down on Tarawa.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(4/)— 
The Navy announced today the 
U. S. submarine Wahoo is over- 
due and presumed to be lost. 

(The Berlin radio earlier today 
had announced the loss of the 
Wahoo. The report was broad- 
cast under a'New York dateline 
and said the Wahoo was reported 
to have sunk 19 Japanese ships.) 

A submarine the size of the 
Wahoo normally carries a. crew 
of about 65 men. 

The Wahoo, commanded by 
Commander Dudley Walker Mor- 
ton, of Miami, Fla., was one of 
the greatest fighting submarines 
in the U. S. Navy and had been 
awarded the Presidential Unit 
citation, ‘ . 

Loss of the Wahoo brought to 
15 the number of submarines 
sunk, presumed lost or destroyed 
to prevent capture. 

It brought to 132 the total na- 
val losses of all types of ships. 

The text Navy communique 
No. 488: 

“1. The U. S. submarine Wahoo 
is overdue and must be presumed 
to be lost. 

“2. The next of kin of person- 
nel in the Wahoo have been so 
informed.” . 

The Wahoo, launched February 
14, 1942, and commissioned May 
15, 1942, after construction at the 
Navy Yard at Mare Island, Cal., 
had a displacement of 1,525 tons. 

She carried one three-inch anti- 
aircraft gun and was equipped 
with 10 21-inch torpedo tubes.

Hog, Meat Sale 
Bans Are Lifted 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 2.—Removal 
off all restrictions covering farm 
slaughter of hogs, effective No- 
vember 17 and continuing for a 
90-day period, should be good news 
for hog producers in Georgia, ac- 
cording to T. Walter Hughes, state 
FDA supervisor. 

This means, he said, that pro- 
ducers are permitted to kill for 
their own use or for sale or trans- 
fer to others all the hogs they are 
able to handle during the next 
three months. No license or per- 
mit is required, and the previous 
400-pound limitation per producer 
is also lifted. Hughes said, how- 
ever, this action applies only to 
hogs and not to other livestock; 
and that requirements.of OPA 
with respect to observance of meat 
price ceilings and collection of ra- 
tion points in exchange for meat 
delivered will remain unchanged. 

As a result of this new ruling, 
the volume of home slaughter in 
Georgia will probably be the larg- 
est on record; thus, taking some 
of the pressure off commercial 
slaughterers. The supply of hogs 
to be processed this fall is larger 
than packers can handle without 
carefully planned marketing, but 
it is expected that increased farm 
slaughter will help to relieve the 
situation. 

The number of hogs on Georgia 
farms at the beginning of the year 
was 1,689,000 head, or 6 per cent 
more than a year earlier. In addi- 
tion, the spring pig crop was a 
record, 25 per cent more than in 
1942 and 46 more than the 10-year 
average. 

Farmers who slaughter hogs and 
sell or transfer the meat are still 
required to collect ration stamps, 
according to James H. Palmer, re- 
gional director, Food Distribution 
Administration. 

The order removing restrictions 
for 90 days on farm slaughter of 
hogs did not change requirements 
with respect to collection of ration 
stamps or observance of meat 
price ceilings. Removal of restric- 
tions means that during the next 
three months, farmers will not 
need slaughter permits or licenses 
and that there is no limit on the 
number of hogs they kill, provid- 
ed they produced the hogs them- 
selves and observe ration point 
and ceiling price requirements on 
meat they sell oe

Suspension Extended 


On Livestock Slaughter 


ATHENS, Ga., Dec. 2.—Suspen- 
sion of all quotas on the slaugh- 
ter of livestock by commercial 
slaughterers which was to termi- 
nate December 1 has been extend- 
ed until further notice, according 
to an announcement by T. Walter 
Hughes, state supervisor, Food 
Distribution Administration. 

“Today’s action will give pack- 
ers and butchers, who hold a gov- 
ernment license, an opportunity 
to participate more actively in 
marketing this year’s record hog 
crop during the peak season just 
ahead,” Hughes said. 

It follows the suspension last 
week of all limitations on farm 
slaughter of hogs and the tempo- 
rary reduction by OPA in the 
number of ration points required 
for the purchase of pork products. 

Hughes indicated that every- 
thing possible is being done to 
bring about orderly marketing of 
livestock and to maintain hog 
prices at support levels. Farmers 
are urged to co-operate by getting 
in touch with their marketing 
agencies before shipping hogs to 
be sure they can be handled,

said today. 

The 1943 potato crop will total 
more than 470,000,000 bushels, 
53,000,000 bushels greater than 
the previous record crop of 427,- 
000,000 bushels produced in 1928. 
Pollock estimated the 1943 crop 
will be worth around $495,900,- 
000, compared with $223,000,000 
paid for the crop of 1928.
